Lady Astor, like Bernard Shaw, has the habit of saying startling things 


that cuahke people think, says the Winnipeg Tribune. In the receat election 
campauix.. in Great Britain she struck a responsive chord tn many minds 
when she said 

“Th js the 100 per cent) American and the out-and-out Englishman 1 
fear J] think LOU per cent citizens ought to be locked up. They are a danger 
to the world’ ° 

Everybody knows what a LOO percenter, or an out-and-outer, is. He is 
to be found in more or less substantial numbers in every country, although 
his favorite stamping ground is the North American continent. The 100 
percenter may be distinguished by several well-known characteristics 

In the first place, he hails as a great moral principle the immoral 
doctrine embraced by the famous motto, “May my country be always right, 
but my country right or wrong” This naturally scales down into “my 
state (or province) 


my city, my ward, my party” and, not: infrequently, 


“myself.” In essence it is placing a nation, or a locality, or a group of 
persons associated together for some common cause, above every ethical 
or moral judgment of mankind, above the sense of right or wrong. 

Another sign of the 100 percenter is a steadfast belief that everything 
that is American, or Canadian, or English, or Italian, is right, because it is 
American, or Canadian, or English, or Italian. The logical consequences of 
of such an obsession is that he cheapens his country’s flag by dragging it in 
and flaunting it on every possible occasion 

The 100 percenter is not all bad, of course. He merely fails to see tnac 
patriotism is not the cause but the result of a sound and honorable national 
life. He is the victim of current standardizafion of thought which mant- 
fests itself in slogans and headlines. Not everyone would want to go as far 
as Lady Astor and have him locked up. Nevertheless he is a danger 
because his enthusiasm is rooted mainly in a mass of intolerances. And 
intolerance, as Lady Astor impled, is one great obstacle to civilized social 
progress. 

And in civilized social progress lies the hope for the future peace of 
the world If the American, the Canadian, the Englishman, the Italian 
insist upon the acceptance of their particular national views, and intoler- 
antly refuse to gee any good or virtue in the views of others, what hope can 
there be of the nations drawing closer together? 

And if the 100 per cent. doctrine is sound and right, and the 100 
percenter is to have his way, what hope is there for the future of many 
nations of today’? Take Canada as an example If the 100 per cent. 
Easterner adheres rigidly to his views, declares he right, but! 
whether right or wrong, he will not budge from any position he has taken 
on fiscal or other questions, and the 100 per cent. Westerner adopts the 
same attitude, what will be the outcome of the Canadian Confederation? 

Apply the same attitude of mind in matters of race, language, religion, 
and government in Canada, and in each of the provinces of Canada, becomes 
an impossibility. The 100 percenter would wreck everything if he does nov 
bave his own way. 

All history proves that intolerance has been the cause of the world’s 
greatest sorrows, the underlying cause of its bloodiest wars. Intolerance of 
race, intolerance of national customs, intolerance of religion, intolerance of 
social conditions, the 100 percenter in the ranks of employers and in trade 
unions, these are the real dangers in the world today us they were in the 
years that are past. 

The 100 per cent. demagogue with a glib tongue and a reckless 
disregard for truth and fact by attracting the attention, playing upon the 
passions, prejudices and sentiment of those who are so swayed rather than 


alone 1s 


guided by their intelligence, can undo the work of generations of statesmen, 
and render difficult and ofttimes impossible the work of the true reformer 
The man who boasts he is 100 per cent, this or 100 per cent. that is 
merely advertising the fact that he is intolerant in Mis views and narrow in 
his vision and conception of life.

Harvard Geologists At Jasper 
Students Will Devote Several Weeks 
To Studying ‘Rock Formations 

“The structure of the Canadian 
Rockies is simpler than that of the 
Alps, and the Rockies, therefore, are 
a better ground for students to 
study,” said Professor Kirkley PF. 
Mather, who with 22 students of the 
Harvard Summer School of Geology, 
passed through Winnipeg recently on 
their way to Jasper National Park, 
which, along with the Mount Robson 
area has been chosen as the site of 
study for this year. 

Most of the students of Harvard 
Summer School of Geology are under- 
graduates, and this will be their first 
year of practical fleld) work. The 
party will start from Pocahontas 
and will work towards Mount Rob- 
son, and during the trip they will 
attempt to find the difference in 
structure between the Alps and the 
Canadian Rockies. They will spend 
five weeks in this area. Accompany- 
ing the students is a group of ex- 
perts from United States universities 
and also Professor Edouard Parejas 
of the University of Geneva, who 
will spend an additional six weeks in 
research work. 

Previous to coming west the party 
stopped off at Montreal for a day, 
and there Professor Mather explained 
the geology of Mount Royal. They 
made a second stop in their trip to 
visit the Rouyn mining area, where 
they inspected the Noranda mine, 
While called the Harvard Summer 
School of Geology, there will be in 
attendance students from McGill and 
Cornell Universities. Upon their 
arrival at Jasper, the students will 
spend a day at Jasper Park Lodge 
before they leave for their camps in 
the mountains.

Mhe set of stained glass windows 
présented by the Imperial War. 
Graves Commission for. the Memorial 
Chapel. in the French ’ national 
cemetery at Notre Dame de 
Lorette, France, are on view in; the 
‘Aviation Court of the Imperial 
Institute, ‘London. 

These windows were presented by 
the Imperial War Graves Commis- 
sion on behalf of all the govern- 
ménts and peoples of the British 
Empire. The chapel has been built 
on a sput facing Vimy Ridge. This 
spur was captured by the French in 
May, 1915, before the British armies 
took over the sector, and from it 
they continued the attacks on Vimy 
in’ which they suffered extremely 
heavy losses. The chapel stands in a 
war cemetery containing the graves 
of 30,000 of those who fell in these 
attacks. 

Designed and made by Henry A. 
Payne, the windows commemorate 
the dead from all parts of the Bri- 
tish Empire, who fought over the! 
same ground as their French com-| 
rades and fell on French soil. They 
are intended as a tribute of grati- 
tude to the French people for the! 
assistance they have given to the! 
| Imperial War Graves Commission in 
its work of caring for the British 
graves in France, and generous | 
grants of land for British cemeter-!
